His Majesty’s-frigate Euridice, captain 
Polders, was seen a few days ago off the 
Roxas Keys, and is understoud to have 
Pproceeded for La Guayra, for the purpose 
of giving convoy to the schooner Harmo- 
nie of this port, which sbe spoke on her 
passage up. 

By the schooner Catharina, from An- 
guila, a report bas reached this Island of 
the arrival of Lord Cochrane at St. Bar= 
tbolomews, with a frigare and three trans- 
ports, having on board, as is said, 1000 
men. His Lordship is further stated to 
have sailed from thence, but his destina- 
tion was not kncwn. 

Private letters from Caracas corroborate 
the above report, and state that it is sup- 
posed his Lordsbip was bound to Guayana, 
and that he would soon have to repent of 
his chimerical undertaking. 

The sloop Superior, captain Tudd, are 
rived here on Sunday last, having on board 
Luitenant-Colonels Arrindell and David- 
son, aids-de-camp to bis Excellency Sir 
Charles Brisbane, K.C. B. Captain-Gene- 
ral of the Island of St. Vincent and its de- 
pendencies. From the proclamation which 
we have inserted in our columns of this day, 
it will be seen that the legislature of St. 
Vincent bad deemed it necessary to have 
recourse to the most prompt and decisive 
measures, in order to check the alarming 
spirit of emigration that had of late ma- 
nifested itsclf there. To this end the a- 
bove officers were dispatched in quest of 
the run-a-ways, and to give intelligence of 
the same to the different colonies. They 
had accordingly visited Margarita, La 
Guayra, Caracas, and Puerto Cabello, but 
were not successful in the object of their 
mission, tbough they were most politely 
received at these several places. The 
Superior sailed on Wednesday forenoon 
for Jamaica, and will, it is supposed, pro- 
ceed from thence to Port-au-Prince and, 
Cape Henry.

Interesting Communication from St. Helena. 


The following Memorandum of observations 
made by Bonaparte in a convervation with 
some English Gentlemen late'y at St. [lelena, 
has been transmitted to us from that island, 
We have the most positive assurarces given 
to us of the narrarive being accurate (though 
we have nat all that passed at length) and it 
is worthy of the peculiar attention of the pu- 
blie. If it should turn out that any passages 
are in tbe slightest degree incorrect, we shall 
make it our business to point out and rectify 
the mistake. Morning Chronicle. 


«« Memorandum of Observations made by Bo- 
naparte in a conversation with some Gentle- 
men who lately touched at St. Helena, in 
their way to England. 

After the urual salotations, Boneparte 
alladed to Gardamme’s mission, by observing, 
that he had shewn the roud from Constanti- 
nople to Persis—then rapidly sdverting to 
India, he asked what the Russians were about 
on their Asiatic frontier? And, with little 
attention to the replies, prrceeded to speak of 
tbe powers of the different Savereigns, and of 

their views. The Russiens, he said, were the 

most formidable in Evrape— England and 

France had not the same military advantages, 

althnugh their troops had more moral power 

than any of the other nations. A Frenchman 
en becoming a soldier leaves a better country 
than any he can be called to serve in— and the 

Englishman in general fiuds himself worse off 

abroad than at home—so than only the refuse 

of the population are inclined to enter the 
ermy. The Russien, on the contrary, ceases 
to be a miserable slave, and becomese freeman 
when he quits Russia. He improves his con- 
dition ; he finds comforts which he could never 
erjoy et home; and consequentiy Alexander 
might increase his army toany amount upon 
service out of his own dominions, and if he 
organized Poland well, he would secure the 
command of Europe. Alexander's object had 
always been to take Constantinople, but he, 
Napoleon, had distinctly told him that he 
would never permit the Greek Cross to be 
placed on the Crown of the Czar. Austria 
was willing to assist the views of Russia, if she 
berself was to be guaranteed in the possession 
of the provinces contiguous to the Turkish 
frontier—s0 that France and England would 
be left alone to defend Turkey. In speaking 


of the power of Russia for objects of conquest 
he said the Cossacks were formidable, not so 
mach from their aumbers as from their pecuilaf 
sbility to endare privations in traversing un- 
kaown countries. ‘They also resembled the 
Bedoain Arabs in the gift of vision—so great 
in this respect was the faculty of the Bedouins, 
that when in Egypt upon an ocession when he 
wished by means of his telescope to observe $ 
body of men that appeared on the horizon, he 
had scarcely levelled his glass when a Bedouin 
near him recognized with the naked eye ano- 
ther Bedoun, and described his dress, &c. s0 
as to distinguish the tribe to which he belonged. 

« England, he said, could never becomes 
continental power. Forty-five thousand men, 
with all the bravery of the nation, could nevef 
give her authority on the continent. A naval 
and commercial system was alone adapted to 
her sitaatien, and could alone preserve het 
fram the ruin with which she was threatened, 
Lord Wellesley was right in saying that the 
distress was permanent. Lord Castlereagh 
kad made himse,f « courtier to the sovereigns, 
and had neglected the iaterests of England. 
England was like the dag looking at its shadow 
in the water, and who dropped the meat out of 
its mouth If there had been an able ministef 
in the British cabinet at the arrangemnnt of 
the affairs of Europe, the terms of the peacê 
would have been very different from those con- 
cluded on. The utmost possible eztension of 
commerce and a total relinquishment of conti- 
nentai military ambition, could alone secure 
England from its present difficulties. 
The king of Portugal should have been made 
to grant five years exclusive privilege of trade 
with the Brazils, as the price of the Portuguese 
throne. 

* In former times the English ministers had 
made peace like merchauts, and had filled the 
pockect of their country. The present minis- 
ters had set up fur gentlemen, and had ruin- 
ed themselves N 

“ [n the year 1783, England threatened ta 
ga to war again, if France did not agree to the 
Commercial Treaty, which speedily ruined her. 
Vhe French ministers were obliged to accede 


‘to the demand, as they had no money though 


the consequences were foreseen. ‘The docu- 
ments in the Bareau des Affaires Etrangeres 
Would prove this anecdote. Engtand, in throw- 
ing awey the advantage of her naval power, 
ucted like Francis |, at Pavia, who having 
stationed a battery of 45 pieces of cannon (in 
those days « gumerous force of artillery.) and 
which battery would have assured him the vic- 
tory, interposed himself and his Gens, d’ ar- 
merie between the guns and the hostile lines 
that they could not fire ;, and drawing his meg- 
nificent grand sabre, he lost the battle. The 
naval blockade was like rubbing the body with 
oil to prevent perspiration, and then suffering 
as my face does at this moment, (said Bone- 
parte) an cruption, for the want of it. If Eng- 
land made use of her maritime auperiority, she 
might send ambassadors to command f»reign 
Courts. Now she was insulted with prohibitory 
decrees in every petty State. With 45,000 
men, he repeated again end again, England 
can never becomea Continental power; be- 
sides, the attempt would he fatal to that free 
constitution in which the English so justly pride 
themselves, and which in truth, has been tbe 
source of her extraordinary power, commensu- 
rate with her extent. What had been the 
result of her military efforts? She bad got 
possession of his person, and un opportunity te 
shew her want of generosity. She had distur- 
bed the legitimacy of thrones, since he was the 
lawful sovereign of France. He wished for ge- 
nera! peace, es it was his true interest, andthe 
on!y way by which he could be relieved from 
the rock on which he was now confined, 

& He thep entered into a long personal tirade 
aguinst Governor Lowe, on the treatment he 
had received, und of the many misrepresenta- 
tions of his conduct which had been put forth, 
He spoke of Mr, Warden’s publication as un- 
founded in elmost every purticular, end ex- 
pressed himself in the severest terms of Lord 
Bathurst’s speech. He was sarprised, he said, 
st Lord Sidmouth's and Lord Liverpool’s 
want of decent propriety towards him on the 
discussion, as he thought he had shewn them 
civilities to assvre him « more liberal treat. 
ment, England, he concluded, was in a curie 
ous predicament—she has won all, and is ruine 
ed.
